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li/Sgt. JAMES S. KING, Category Test Branch, 

School Operations, 3380 Technical Sfchool, Keesler Air 
Force Baso, Mississippi, advised that in 1957 he was an - 
Instructor-Supervisor on "A* Shift, of Ccurso ABR-27330, 
or the Aircraft Control and Warning Operators Course. 

(AC and WO). He said hundreds of U. S. Marines were 
taking this course during that year, and all were 
assigned to "A" Shift, meaning the period from 6:00 AM 
to noon, Monday through Friday. He said he never know 
LE2 HARV2Y OSWALD nor dees he remember this name. 

KING said he rocalled that all of the Marines 
taking this course of instruction were housed in barracks 
of the 3386th School Squadron. They were all kept together 
and he does not recall that Air Force and Marine students 
were mixed. He said there is no way to tell who may have 
been billeted in the barracks with OSWALD; that there is 
no way to be certain just which barracks building had boen 
used to house the Marines, or the one OSWALD may have lived 
in. 


Advice was also furnished by KING, that the 
orders putting OSWALD in the AC St WO course, and ordering 
him back to his regular duty station, might contain names 
of other Marines moving on those same orders, and these 
persons might recall OSWALD. KING said he was quite 
certain none of the short-course Marine students had been 
given permission to have off-base housing. Me said that 
Major TONY PUMA, he believed, was the Commanding Officer 
of Squadron 3386 at the time,e.g., 1957; that PUMA is now 
retired and believed to be residing Somewhere in New York 
State. KING said that PUMA had no director personal contact 
with the M high-flow" students, did not come in contact 
with them; that he would be unlikely t.> kr.ov- any of those 
taking the course. 

U/Sgt. KING related that the Non-Commissioned 
Officer in Charge for the Marine Corps, taking the AC & ?/0 
Course at Keesler AFB, during 1957, was a M/Sgt. (FNU) 
SLATER, who later went to the Naval Base at San Diego, 
California, as a Warrant Officer, and may now be retired, 
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
